MOSCOW, July 27.—(AP) 
—The Germans hurled into 
battle today the great weight 
of reinforcements they have 
massed, for the campaigns 
against the North Caucasus 


Sending tanks and planes in| 


to widen their  footholds 
south of the Don river near 
Tsimlyansk. 


The Russian air force pounded 
the moving columns of German 
men and guns by daylight and 
under the nearly full moon by 
night. 

The whole steppe land was eerie 
with flames. Bombs burst over 
great areas of gentle, grassy slopes 
and the plains waist-high with 
grain. 

RAILWAY IS BOMBED 

The Russians reported they were 
holding their positions against the 
tremendous onslaught. 

The Stalingrad-Tikhoretsk rail- 
way, last rail link with the Cau. 
casus, undoubtedly has undergone 
heavy bombings. There were. how 
ever, no reports suggesting that 
German land forces had reached 
this line, which runs south of the 
Don barely 50 miles from Tsim- 
lyansk. 

Along the rail line where it 
comes nearest to the Don river 
are three typical Cossack villages. 
They are Kotelnikovo, 100 miles 
southwest of Stalingrad and 20 | 
miles south of the Don; Sal on’ 
the river Sal, 20 miles southeast 
of Kotelnikovo; and Zimovniki, 
20 miles farther southwest along 
the line and about 160 miles 
northeast of Tikhoretsk, junction 
with the main Caucasus railway. 

(The German high command said 
its troops had smashed across the 
Doon and captured the strongly | 
fortified and tenaciously defended | 
town of Bataisk, 20 miles south of 
Rostov on the rail line to the Cau 
casus oil port of Baku).

CAIRO, Egypt, July 27.— 
(AP)—The lull in action of 
the ground armies on the El 
Alamein front was broken 
last night when British 
forces launched a limited at- 
tack in the northern sector, 
British sources said today. 

Some prisoners were taken 
and the action was resumed to- 
day, it was announced, 

The British troops renewed their 
offensive tactics at a time when 
both sides are rushing prepara- 
tions in expectation that big scale 
action may break out at any mo- 
ment. 

Both sides lost somewhat heav- 
ily last week when British forces 
pushed forward in a number of 
actions to seize a series of strate- 
gic ridges that dot the sandy land- 
scape between the sea and the 
Qattara depression. 


TOBRUK IS BOMBED . 


A heavy force of bombers blast- 
ed the Axis supply port of Tobruk 
again last night, touching off fires 
and explosions and scoring a di- 
rect hit on an enemy ship, British 
headquarters announced today, 


Long range fighters of thé 
R.A.F, meanwhile attacked Axis 


barges off Sidi Barrani, another 
enemy supply port on the Egyp- 
tian side of the Libyan frontier, 
a communique said. 

Low clouds and dust storms were 
reported to have limited aerial 
operations yesterday in the battle 
area, where the Germans and 
Italians were said to be digging in 
in-anticipation of a renewal of the 
desert battle in which they were 
driven -from ridge positions west 
of El Alamein last week. 

British light bombers ranged over 
the enemy lines yesterday, blasting 
at troop concehtrations and supply 
columns. Land operations were 
limited to minor skirmishes and 
artillery exchanges. 

A British communique said 
that United States heavy bomb- 
ers had gone into action with the 
R.A.F. again Saturday night, car- 
rying out successful attacks on 
Tobruk and Crete—from which 
the Axis forces have been report- 
ed drawing supplies. 

There was comparatively little 
enemy air activity over the week- 
end. Axis airmen did not take ad- 
vantage of bright moonlight Satur- 
day night to carry out their usual 
attacks on British bases and strong- 
points.

In One Of Greatest R.A.F. Raids

LONDON, July (CP) 
—The big port of Hamburg, 
|Germany’s second largest 
city and greatest submarine 
building centre, was hit hard 
last night by the R.A.F. and 
R.C.A.F. in the heaviest as- 
sault on the Reich since the 
1,000-plane bombing~of Bre- 
men last month. 

In addition to high explosives, 

the R.A.F, and R.C.A.F, dropped 

more than 175,000 incendiary 
bombs, and Air Chief Marshal Sir 

Arthur Harris, chief of the bomb- 

er command, called the raid “one 

of the outstandingly successful at- 
tacks of the whole war,” the Air 

Ministry news service reported. 

Within 35 minutes “much of the 
old town was on fire,” the service 
said. There were fires burning 
around Aussen Laster Lake and 
| many in the dock area 

Four Canadian bomber squad- 
rons formed part of the force 
that battered Hamburg. They 
flew Halifaxes, Wellingtons and 
Hampdens. 

Without disclosing the number 
of bombers participating in the at- 
tack—the sixth on Hamburg this 
year and the Qlst since the war 
began—a communique announced 
that 29 of the raiders failed to re- 
turn. 


| VITAL U-BOAT CENTRE 

(On the basis of losses of slightly 
under five per cent., which British 

authorities have reported as the 
cost of similar recent heavy raids, 
this would suggest a striking force 
of at least 600 planes.) 

The communique said a “very 
strong force” attacked the city of 
1,700,000 population whose Blohm 
and Voss shipyards alone are said 
to have a capacity to build 25 U- 
boats at a time, and whose war in- 
dustries, working day and night, 
include oil refineries, explosive 
works and a big searchlight fac- 
tory. 

German raiders striking at Eng- 
land out of the low clouds of the 
early morning, bombed 23 areas, 
| including one within 50 miles of 

London, 
| Two brief daylight alerts were 

| sounded in the capital, and for the 
first time in many months work- 
bound residents of inland com- 
| munities saw bombers marked with 
the black cross sweep low to the 
attack, then dodge back into the 
clouds with anti-aircraft fire around 
them and British fighters roaring in 
pursuit. 


NAZIS OVER WIDE AREA 

The German bombers, for the 
| most Part operating singly, mach- 
ine-gunned streets and houses and 
dropped bombs on western Eng- 
land, the south, the midlands, the 
east coast, and towns and villages 
of East Anglia, 

Casualties (their number not dis- 
closed) mounted with late reports 
of persons trapped in the wreckage 
of their homes or dug out by sweat- 
ing rescue crews. 

It was the fourth attack on Ger- 

many in six nights and followed 
a series of raids on Duisburg, 

The raiders weer favored by good 
weather and first reports indicated 
the assaluts were highly success- 
ful 

The German radio, acknowledg- 
| ing the attack, said it caused some 
damage to residenecs and some civ- 


ilian casualties, and reported 18 
British planes were shot down. 
Later the Germans raised this 


figure to 33.

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To The North By Rail? 


The National Resources Planning 
Board has advised President Roosevelt 
that the United States should build a rail- 
way from Prince George to Alaska. This 
does not necessarily mean that the rail- 
way will be built, but it does put the idea 
in the shape of a definite project. 

The recommendation is strengthened 
because the road is urged not as a war 
convenience only but as a useful trans- 
portation system for peacetime needs. 
This feature of the proposal will no doubt 
be fully considered at Washington because 
war conditions have set in motion an ac- 
tivity in northern development that is 
bound to continue, particularly in Alaska. 

Those who have supposed that high- 
ways are to supersede railways and trucks 
take the place of freight cars may be sur- 
prised that such an undertaking should 
be backed by a public service board, But 
the advice is undoubtedly based on the 
opinion of experts as to the comparative 
usefulness of highway and railway as 
means of handling long distance traffic, 
and particularly in meeting the seasonal 
traffic conditions in northern latitudes, 


The Job In Hand

In a Montreal court Chief Judge Per- 
rault gave a ruling which is deserving of 
attention in all parts of the country. In 
deciding a case arising under the Defence 
of Canada regulations the judge ruled that 
a Canadian citizen has no right to criti- 
cize the constitution of the country in war- 
time. 

He added that the danger of a wartime 
statement lies in the way it can be inter- 
preted; and in the fact that a statement 
may be repeated by a great number of 
pedple ‘ ‘any number of times”. 

This is salutary advice, not only for 
persons who may want to criticize for dis- 
ruptive purposes, but for those who may 
do so thoughtlessly. We are engaged now 
in a life-and-death struggle to save our 
freedom to keep the constitution as it is 
or to change it in any way we may choose. 
This is no time to divert attention from 
that vital issue by finding fault with the 
present set-up. 

If we win the war we can remake the 
constitution as we please. If we do not win, 
we shall have nothing to say about the 
kind of constitution we will have to live 
under, Flaw-hunting should therefore be 
out for the duration. 


What We Fight For 


Mr. Cordell Hull in his broadcast on 
Thursday gave a masterly definition of 
the principles for which the United Na- 
tions are fighting and the aims they cher- 
ish for world reconstruction when the 
battles have ended. It was an elaboration 
of the purposes embodied in the Atlantic 
Charter. 

To hope that millions of people in 
enemy countries heard the presentation 
would perhaps be vain, for fines and im- 
prisonment are the penalties for any 
there who are caught listening to foreign 
broadcasts. But that millions in the oc- 
cupied states dared the vengeance of the 
Stuelpnagels to hear the message of good 
cheer may be supposed. 

‘Tt is plain that some international 
agency must be created which can, by 
force if necessary, keep the peace among 
the nations in the future’ is a proposi- 
tion to which there can now be little dis- 
sent. The nations can no longer rely each 
upon its own strength, nor upon casual 
pacts, nor upon unorganized peaceful sen- 
timent. The aggressor states will have to 
be disarmed, for the same reason that gun- 
men are disarmed; the non-aggressive 
countries banded into some permanent 
league capable of upholding internationa 
law and order. 

Only so can we hope for a world de- 
voted to the ideals of peace, the safeguard- 
ing of individual rights and liberties, the 
extension of personal and _ national se- 
curity, and the progressive betterment of 
the conditions of mankind everywhere. 


Their Markets Are Gone 


War is not a paying business. If they 
did not know it before, the natives down 
in Malaya, Siam and Burma are in fair 
way to learn the fact—and remember it. 

When the Japanese invaded those ter- 

ritories they did so behind a barrage of 
ida aimed to convince the natives 
these had been exploited by the 
Under Japanese auspices and di- 
rection they were to profit by making the 
western nations pay handsomely for rub- 
and oil. 
The propaganda was widely effective, 
probably because there was an element of 
truth in the exploitation charge. That the 
populations of these territories were pro- 
Japanese in very large proportion became 
quickly apparent. That many of them 
were anti-white was also made plain. 

The Japanese now control the rubber 
and the oil—plus the native populations 
and everything else there. But the natives 
are not getting rich, and are not going to

The meeting was sponsored by * 
the Edmonton Council for Demo- 
cratic Rights and was called for 
the purpose of rallying to the 
cause of opening up a second 
front in Western Europe imme- 
diately, 

Captain Edwards, who fought 
with the MacKenzie-Papineau bat- 
talion in Spain from 1937 to 193i 
elucidated upon some political in- | 
plications that today stand in the 
path of establishing @ second front 
and pleaded that all such barriers | 
be put aside in favor of united 
action, | 


URGES OFFENSIVE 

He took to task all, who through ; 
methods of appeasement or disin- | 
terest or acts of pro-Fascism, have 
been stumbling blocks in the path | 
of united action, and urged that, 


offensive tactics be instituted im. | 


mediately by the Allies, if Russia 
and Egypt are to be relieved and | 
disaster to the Allies avoided. | 

James A. MacPherson, secretary 
of the Edmonton Communist-Labor | 
Total War Committee, spoke briefly | 
on the question of lifting the ban | 
now in effect in Canada against the | 
Communist party, and the liber- 
ation of the 64 leaders now intern- 
ed in Eastern Canada. 

Each person attending was given | 
two postcards with accompanying 
instructions to forward the cards 
to the prime minister and to the 
constituency member at Ottawa. In 
each case the card asked that the | 
recipients of the missile “speak and | 
act” for the immediate opening ot 
a Second Front in Europe. | 

David Jansen was chairman of | 
the meeting. | 

Captain Edwards defended the 
action of the Edmonton Commit- 
tee in calling a mass meeting by 
pointing out that public opinion 

in every country in every age has 
played a very important part in 
the military strategy that later 
resulted in famous victories. 

“We have our part to play in this 
matter as did the ones before us,” 
Capt. Edwards stated. 

He said that the Axis has of late 
been enjoying the confidence that 
they can safely advance into the 
heart of Russia without fear of a 
stab in the back. This cannot con- 
tinue much longer,” he warned. 


CAN DEFEAT NAZIS 


“If we strike now, by opening up 
a second front, we can bring Ger- 
many to her knees,” Capt. Edwards 
declared. 

“Behind the question of the 
second front lies the question of 
whether the Allies will win the 
war or whether the Axis powers 
will continue to chop down the 
allied nations one by one,” he re- 
marked. 

Among the impending influ- 
ences Capt. Edwards named 
Vichy envoys in Canada and the 
United States as precursors of 
information for Berlin. 


He also charged that many 
wealthy citizens of Canada, the 
United States and England, “who 


helped with the development of 
Germany in the past, are still part 
of a group of appeasers whose in- 
terests lie in personal gain.” 

“Unfortunately, some of them 
are still too close to the counsel of 
the state in these three countries,” 
Capt. Edwards stated. 

“It is incorrect to say that only 
a certain one section of the popu- 
lation is advocating a second front. 
It is a question which splits all 
societies,” he declared. 


LONDON RALLY 


He exemplified this point by 
stating that on Sunday about a 
quarter of a million persons par- 
ticipated in a second front demon- 
stration at Trafalgar Square in 
London. 

Persons influential in all shades 
of political beliefs have on numer- 
ous occasions expressed their views 
favoring the immediate opening oj 
a western front in Europe, ht) 
added, 

He stated that Churchill and 
Roosevelt have both expressed 
their concurrence in the matter 
when they were visited by Rus- 
sian Foreign Commissar Molotoff.

Edwards reminded the listeners. 

He warned that the cleverness of | 
the Axis in diverting the attention 
of the United Nations from the 
main issue should not stand in the 
path of immediate second front ac- 
tion in western Europe, 


AXIS DIVERSION 

An example of Axis tactics of di- 
version was the shelling of Estevan | 
Point on Vancouver Island at about 
the same time that the Canadian 
members of parliament were dis- 
cussing the question of overseas | 
conscription. 

“The incident, coming at the time 
it did, was not a coincidence. It 
was a well timed piece of strategy | 
to influence Canadian opinion 
against the question of sending 
Canadian troops to Europe,” Capt. 
Edwards remarked 

The Spanish War veteran de- 
scribed the action of the residents 
of St. Nazaire as sufficient example 
of the willingness and prepared- 
ness of residents of unoccupied 
France to join the Allies in revolt 
against. Hitlerism, as soon as the 
British give the signal 

He referred to a recent raid of 
St. Nazaire by R.A.F. Commandos 
when the French residents imme- 


diately turned against the Nazis 
“right in the city streets” as the 
Commandos landed 

BLOW TO FRENCH 

“The withdrawal of the Com- 
mandos back to England was a 


serious blow to the French and 
one which is too dangerous for | 
the sake of Allied unity to be re- 
peated,” he warned. 

“There is no dispelling the fact | 
that the recent defeats suffered by | 
the Russians and the forces in| 
Egypt are a serious: blow to the} 
Allies and are reason to believe | 
that the time for opening up a 
second front in western Europe is | 
ripe,” he said. | 

In conclusion, Captain Ed- 
wards stated that such a front 
would be the Achilles’ Heel of 
Germany, which would rapidly | 
force Germany to her knees and 
end the war quickly. 

James MacPherson, who follow- 
ed Capt. Edwards on the platform, 
dealt solely with the question of 
lifting the ban in Canada against | 
Communism, and the release of 64 
Communist leaders from intern- 
ment camps. 

“This ban places a penalty on) 
the loyalty of thousands of left- 
wing workers who are giving their 
utmost and are prepared to give 
their lives to defeat Hitler,” he 
stated, “It places a premium on 
the treason of those who spread 
the Hitlerite  anti-communist 
smoke-screen in hostility to our 
alliance with the Soviet Union 
which is the hope of victory and

Woollen matelial must be conserved to meet the needs of 
the armed forces.. Wool in one woman's sports coat will 
make 13 army caps, as pictured above, so with facts like 
this in mind, administrators of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board are cutting down the amount of material 
used in civilian clothing by such methods as the elimina- 
tion of unnecessary patch pockets and wool linings, cur- 
tailment of length and width in coats and skirts and re- 
moval of cuffs from men’s trousers. In this way millions 
of yards of material are made available to meet war needs. 
Conservation is necessary because Canadian wool cannot 
meet the full requirements of the civilian population and 
the armed forces, and war in the Pacific has resulted in 
the curtailment of wool imports from Australia and New 
Zealand.

‘Newsmen Beaten, Sentenced 


By Japs As “Spy Suspects” 


LOURENCO MARQUES, 
July 27.

Argall, a native of Brandon, | 


Man., and correspondent for 
Time and Life, described yes- 
terday how she was slapped, 
forced to live with  insuffi- 
cient clothing in an unheated 
cell and given an insufficient 
diet and water soup during 
six months’ imprisonment by 
the Japanese after the out- 
break of the Pacific war. 

Miss Argall, Percy Whiteing, a 
former correspondent of The 
Canadian Press and now with the 
International News Service, Otto 
Tolichus of the London Times, 
Walter Wills of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, and Max 
Hill, chief of the Associated Press 
Tokyo bureau at the outbreak of 
the war, all were imprisoned. 

Miss Argall and the others said 
their arrests apparently were a 
part of a Japanese attempt to un- 
cover a spy ring. She, Hill, White- 
ing and Tolichus were sentenced 
to 18 months’ imprisonment on 
charges of “sending stories detri- 
mental to Japan's diplomacy.” but 
their sentences were suspended at 
the end of six months.
